The covenant, to be endorsed by religious persons 
of many traditions, called on the signer to stand together against all 
expressions of hate and bigotry and to take specific actions to improve 
racial and religious relations. Reverend E.A. Freeman, Father Norman 
Rotert and Rabbi Michael Zedek are co-chairs of the task force. 

"We are using the public signing as a visible way of communicating our 
commitment to these principles to the religious community and general 
public,” stated a Harmony spokesperson.
